The cited prior arts have failed to teach applicant's claimed invention 

". . .controller is adapted for comparing an absolute value of the sum with a threshold 
number; and controlling the driver to supply a reset pulse to the pixel when the absolute 
value of the sum surpasses the threshold number..." including all the limitations of 
independent Claims 1 and 13-14.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

Handschy et al. teach "a method of operating a liquid crystal cell includes DC- 
balancing by displaying an inverse image with electric fields of increased magnitude 
relative to the image producing electric fields."
